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a large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held for the purpose of hearing the 
first declaration of policy made by some 
of the members of the new government 
of the Territories Mayor Bogue pre 
sided. 

The chairman said the meeting had 
been called for the purpose of hearing 
Mr. Haultain and two of bis colleagues. 
A MooseJaw audience had not previous- 
ly had the pleasure of hearing Mr. 
Haultain and Mr. Magrath, but they 
knew all about Mr. Ross.: He wasa 
worker, particularly about election 
tines, (Laughter.) There were men 
at that meeting who were pioneer men 
ot the Moose Jaw district—men who 
had coma in 1882 83 and had passed 
through all the depression experienced 
since then. At that time raising grain 
was considered very mucl. as an experi 
ment, but those men had stuck to it 
and to-day were just about realizing 
what they anticipated when they first 
came to the country. They had proved 
that men could come to Moose Jaw, 
engage in farming and make 3 good 
living. The members of the new gov 
ernment of the North-West Territories, 
in assuming office, had taken upon 
themselves great responsibilities. Mr. 
Hauitain was premier of « larger extent 
of country, and probably in the future 
it might be of a more important part of 
the country, than any other local 
premier in Canada. (Hear, hear) He 
believed thatin the next ten years in 
the North West they would experience 
wore progress than they had seen in 
the past fifteen or twenty years. Judg- 
ing from past record he thought thev 
had men in the government who would 
be ready to take advantage of every 
opportunity to work for the interests of 
the “people. He believed Premier 
Haultain would be ready to press the 
Dominion Government for larger 
grants and more powers. These things 
would have to come according as the 
country grew. It was an advantage 
in having men who had grown up with 
the country, which had made them 
politically. Those present knew that 
that was 6o in the case of Mr, Ross. 
Hehad grown fast until today he 
occupied a position of which they felt 
proud, and Mr. Haultain’s selection of 
him asa Minister was an evidence 
that Mr. Rose was a good man for the 
position (Applause.) 


MR. HAULTAIN, 


who was received with applause, re 
marked that having the misfortune of 
not knowing many of them personally 
and yet being well received and well 
spoken of in Moose Jaw, he must 
ascribe it to the long and pleasant 
association, and he hoped profitable 
association, he had enjoyed with their 
member, Mr. Ross, ‘The chairman had 
told them that that was an important 
occasion, It was so, possibly in some 
senses one of the most important in 
the history of their local politics, and 
he only felt that the principal actors 
who were called upon were not perhaps 
quite what they might be. The chair 
man had aptly stated of Mr. Ross and 
himself(thespeaker)—and itmight heeaid 
of others whohad been engaged in North- 
West politics—that they had grown up 
in the country and had been engaged 
from a very early time with the’ work 
of the country. If today they were 
not quite what might be expected from 
the titles and the size of the letters on 
the posters which announced that meet- 
ingthe peoplemust not be disappointed. 
He did not wish to cast any refi+ction 
on the committee who had charge of 
the arrangements, but he must say 
that they altogether disclaimed some of 
the titles given them on the posters. 
They had no title to the name of 
“ honourable ” so far as it was a title, 
except whatthey hoped to be able to 
make good by their actions. (Hear, 
hear.) There was no room for titles in 
this country ; thdy had no right to 
use them, and he would like to take 
that very early opportunity in their 
new official career to say it was not by 
their wish, nor by any claim set forth 
by them, that they had had those high 
sounding names attached to thew io 
the posters or newspaper press.

Certainly they had a_ policy, 
and the Government must have a policy 
if it wished to retain the confidence of 
the country The change which had 
lately taken place,important and signifi 
cant asit was in the form of government, 
was not achange whichetmbled them,or 
would enable any other men en 

trusted with the duty they had to per 
form, to branch out in any very new 
or startling lines. It was a change of 
name. The name was more honour. 
able, the duties were somewhat larger 
and the responsibilities were corres- 
pondingly greater, but so far as policy 
was concerned they were necessarily 
bound down by what had been going 
on for the last few years and what they 
found in actual existence to-day The 
change from the Executive Committee 
to the ExecutiveCouncil was important 
and significant. An Executive Council 
meant something ; an Executive Com 

mittee, unfortunately, did not mean a 
very great deal. An Executive Council 
brought with it all the traditions and 
precedents of self-governing commun 

ities in the rest of the Dominion. 
With an Executive Ccuncil they had 
men who were responrible to the 
people, through representatives, for all 
the work controlled by the Assembly. 
But while this was so they were bound 
down by the conditions as they found 
them,—notably were they bound down 
by the very pressing condition, and 
found themselves in very much the 
sane position as previously, respecting 
income. In order to arrive at the 
present position of affairs he asked 
them to go back for a few years in the 
constitutional development of the 
Territories, When he spoke of consti 

tutional development he meant that 
deveiopwent of their institutions which 
had enabled the men, whom they en 

trusted to go to Regina, to make laws 
with regard to roads, bridges, schools, 
and other matters which concerned 
their business and every-day lives. 
The whole question of constitutional 
development had been the question 
whether their. representatives should 
manage their business, or whether 
somebody else, who was not their re 

presentative, who was not responsible, 
to whom they owed nothing and who 
was under no obligation to them, should 
do it himeelf in an irresponsible fashion. 
Therefore he (Mr. Haultain) referred 
to that very gradual change which had 
taken place from the time when every- 
thing connected with the government 
of the Territories was at the beck and 
call of a single irresponsible individual 
known as the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The general principle on which Mr. 
Rose and his colleagues in the North- 
West Council started out, and after 

wards some of those who came later on, 
was that there should be responsible 
control of the business of the Territor 

ies, so far as it came within the juris 

diction of the local levisiature,by men

Lest anybody should be afraid at the 
idea of their getting this large measure 
of responsible government leading them 
into expensive andelaborate machinery 
he would say that the idea of the 
present government was to carry on 
the business as they believed it had 
been carried on,—in as eimple but as 
etlicient a» manner as possible, consist- 
ent with the resources, conditions and 
income of the Territories. It had been 
found quite enough to have twe men 
at Regina to carry ou the business. 
The same two men would continue 
under a new name. The work would 
be done inthe game offices, by the 
same men and at the same ealaries. It 
had been said that every child was 
born either a little Grit or a little Con- 
rervative.

They would also have to deal with the 
important question of  magistracy, 
which for the firet time came under 
their control. He claimed that he had 
shown # succeseful etruggle conducted 
for the management of their own 
affairs, and as «a government they 
claimed to be directly connected with 
it, and they promised that their busi 

ness would be carried out along the 
same lines. They promised simple ard 
economical machinery of government, 
suitable to the conditiuns of the Ter- 
ritories ; they promised a large expen- 
diture in proportion to their means on 
the schools and public works. Among 
other things they promised simple 
institutions in the way both of muni 

pal and statute labor and other matters 

They did not agree with the idea of 
introducing the expensive machinery 
of Eastern Canada and ot Manitoba, 
They believed that sufficient unto the 
day is the municipal machinery thereof 
and the taxes thereof.

ed this country is not always going to 
stand still, but he did not believe the 
time was yet.

For 
many years they had had a fight for 
responsible government, and many in 
that audience had assisted him on morc 
occasions than one by returning him 
from 1883 to 1897.

Oliver took up the fight for control of 
the money which was justly due 
to the Territories. In 1885 Mr. Oliver got 
knocked out, but in 1887 Mr. Haultain ap- 
peared on the scene and took up the fight 
in a more intelligent and better way than it 
had been taken up before.- He carried on a 
manly tight and he had gained his peint. It 
was fitting that the announcement of the 
gevernment’s policy should be made at 
Moose Jaw because that district was the 
only district which had stuck consistently to 
the fight by sending a representative to Re- 
gina in each succeeding term (applause). In 
1888 the Lie: ten.nt Governor geve the 
House to understand that he would seccde 
to their aspirations for responsible govern- 
ment. It would appear as though he 
thought he would be able to play with the 
verdant and youthful politicians of the 
Nort] West, that he would be able to make 
them believe at Ottawa that he was holding 
everything while at the same tune make the 
local House believe they had everything 
ut they got on to it and Mr. Haultain, the 
then leader, saw tit to resign. They then 
had some little difficulty during what was 
called “*the Brett regime.” In 1891 Mr 
Haultain again became leader, a position he 
had ever since maintained in such manner as 
to recommend him to the peopie of the whole 
of the Territories (applause). He (Mr. 
Ross) went into the Executive Committee 
after the last general election. Rapidly re 
viewing the history of the relief werk of 
1894, the speaker pointed out that the con- 
ditions then existing caused Mr. Haultain to 
take hie political life in his hands, and to 
disarrange the whole of bis public business 
at — Schools to a certain extent had 
to suffer. and business throughout the whole 
country had to suffer on that account, and 
those who were not fuliy conversant with 
the whole position did not view him with 
the greatest of pleasure. For that reason 
alone Mr. Haultain should have a waim 
spot in their affections. For that reason 
he (Mr. Ross) was glad to go into the 
government and give Mr. Hauitain ail the 
assistance he could. He strongly depre- 
cated any attempt to introduce Dominion 
party politics into Assembly elections. With 
Mr. Haultain, he would endeavor to carry 
on the government. He felt the weignt of 
his position and his inability to cope with 
the great questions they had to deal with. 
The country was not ripe for municipal 
institutions, but it was ripe for statute 
labor districts. Taking his cue from his 
own constituency he went to Hegina and 
was the first to place on the statute book 
what might be termed a compulsory sta- 
tute labor ordinance, and he was not 
sorry he did it. He weuld give them a 
few figures on this point. Before the pass- 
ing of the ordinance the number of statute 
labor districte was 54, for about eight 
years; in 1897 there were 19]. The num- 
ber organiaed woo late for work this year 
was 9). In 77 districts from which re- 
turns had been received the number of 
days work assessed was 9652, the total 
number of days worked 6162, and the days 
commuted ISS], leaving the total number 
of days unecttied 1509. That was a grand 
showing for the tirst year. The cash re- 
ceived in those 77 districts was $2468, ex- 
pended $2180, leaving a balance ov hand 
of $655. The work performed in the 77 
districts consisted of grading, cordureying, 
brushing and clearing roads; plowing fire- 
guards; building ard repairing bridges, 
culverte and dams; and in one district,— 
the Yorktoh district, in filling in old and 
dangerous wells. They had graded 366 
miles of road, plowed 24% miles of | tire- 
guard, built 16 bridges, one having two 
stone sbutments ; repaired 4 bridges, built 
47 culverts and 4 new dame, repeired | dam, 
and filled in 28 old wells. Jt would thus be 
seen that the settlers had been doing valu- 
able work towards assisting themselves, It 
had been found impossible for the govern- 
ment to consider all those small works ia 
the country. Next year every item con- 
nected with the public works would be voted 
upon and discussed and every publicity 
given. He h to be able to so adciaietes 
the Publie Works Department that the 
government could never have it cast at them 
that any favoritism had been shown. As far 
as possible they would eee that sll contracta 
were given after public tender, as far as con- 
sistent with proper expenditure. There were 
cases in which men tendered unintelligibly, 
andwere refused, Such # case would go be. 
fore the government as a whole and reasons 
given why the tender was not accepted. Re- 
garding the educational aystem, Mr. Haul- 
tain deserved praise. He iad done ®@ great 
deal towards bringing about the present uni- 
formity of the system. [f he never did 
anovher thing Mr. H aultain had done for the 
Territories what probably uo other man will 
bave the oppurtunity of doing for many 
years to come. serving exemptions he

What “Placer Miners” Really Are -- The 
Winter Work Is Greatly Factittated By 
Fire—Suome of the Difficulties Encount: 
ered—What Geologists Say About the 
Klondyke Mines. 

To only a comparatively small numb- 
er of the emigrants flocking to the 
Klondyke are the methods of mining 
in vogue there known, and if they were 
to be told it was the placer system 
many of them would by no means be 
enlightened. That is just the plan, 
however, the placer system is tbe only 
one generally available wiere the hand 
of old winter bas so firm a grasp as im 
the Klondyke region. 

By placer mining is meant that sys- 
tem which involves the separation of 
the virgin gold from he earth by 
means of water. in other words, it is 
washed out. It is really panning gold 
on @ huge sale. The citer system of 
gold mining is known as quartz min- 
ing. Im this latter case the gold is 
found imbedded in quartz. and is tak 
en from the mines to atamp wills, 
where the quartz is stamped or crish- 
ed, and thus put into such a condition 
that the gold and quartz can be sep- 
arated by a process whch is so tech- 
nical that to be thoroughiy understovoa 
it needs to be seen. 

When a Kicndyke prospector has 
staked out bis claim, which must be 
4s near water as possible, and gener- 
ally about 500 feet in Jength, he makes 
an experuuental panning as a test at 
the claim. ‘This may show very littls 
it first, but when it is cons+lered that 
five-cent dirt—tbat is, grouna — that 
washes or pans out five cents’ worth 
if gold to the pan—is paying property, 
.t may be seen that the miner's stand- 
ird is mot so very higu. Many « case 
nas lately been reported fro the 
KKlondyke where the dirt has washed

geologists say, but these latest dis:ov- 
eries give distinct evidence of being 
i near the source from which they orig- 
inally came. Placer lu.nes are in re- 
‘ality glacial deposits. The ice which 
|formed the glaciers, mixed with great 
stones, at sometime or another wrench- 
‘ed from the original gold deposits frag-

|mature. These fragments swept along 
\by the huge rivers of ice, have found 
resting places at various points, form- 
‘ing what we know as placer mines. 

| “The geologists who have examined the

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THE FORESTS OF ONTARIO. 


INTERESTING REPORT OF THE - LsRK 
OF FORESTRY. 

Assets o/ the Province — Value of Scientific 
Manazement ef Weeds — Hew Farmers 
Could Profit by Tree Planting — Variec 
ties of Weed Which Are Valuabi< 

The forestry work of Ontario is still 
in its infancy,and the valuable and in- 
teresting report of Mr. Thomas South- 
worth, Clerk of Forestry which has 
just been issued, is rather astatement 
of the problem and of th gadvaatages 
accruing from scientific forestry than 

@ record of things achieved. The 

commission which is to take stock of 

the forest resources of the Province sad 
to suggest methods in which to deal 
with it has just commenced its work. 

“The Crown Lands Forestry Prob- 
lem” is treated in a luminous manner 
at the opening of the report, “Until 
recently,” Mr. Southworth says, “it was 
generally accepted as certain that the 
woaderful crop of pine and spruce now 
being harvested was the only one {we 
could hope for; such a thing as the 
natural reproduction of white pine was 
considered quite out of the question, 
and leading newspaper articles have 
bean devoted to devising other means 
for securing revenues to take the place 
of the million or so of dollars annual- 
ly derived from our timber lands whea 
the present crop of pine shall have 
been removed. Even yet the opmion 
among many lumbermen an dthe great 
majority of the general public is that 

as soon as our lumbermen have @X- 

ploited the wnole of our vast white 

pine area there will be no white pine 
of any consequence to cut, and the 
great lumber industry, with its millions 
of invested capital and teps of thou- 
sands of workmen will be a memory 
only, except for the smaller custom 
mills which during a short time in the 
spring cut up a few logs takeo from 
the farmers’ wood lots. 

TEMPORARY METHODS. 

“Because of this belief lumber manu- 
facturing in Ontario has never taken 
the place among the polid industries 
of the Province that its magnitude 
would indicate. In most instances the 
sawmills are frame structures not la- 
tended for w long life. In the woods, 
too, the camps are, for the most part 
quickly erected log shanties, paconven- 
ient, insanitary apd cheerless. The 
wood roads, Which so materially affect 
the cost of loggwg ure mostly of the 
crudest character, and in ageneral wey 
the whole industry is comducted as if 


it was expected to be un epheareal 


ulfair in wlich it was wise te wake tho 
initial expense for ts ufucluriBg Poe 
light as poosible withod regard ke C) 
saving effected 1 Ube lony run by & 
more judicious if mor extensive 1D- 
Vestiept of capital. ruc, theie aro 
exceptions to this.

in 1854. It has been reserved from 
fire and while the limits around pre- 
sent a picture of desolation, ten mil- 
lion feet of timber was takeo fromit 
in the past season without any appac- 
ent increase in the supply. Under @ 
modified form of forestry practice 
with exemption fro miires, three times 
this could be cut from it un perpetuity 
without impairing the supply. Little 
was received fromthe tract inthe way 
of bonus, but from ground rent and 
timber dues ,the Province thas received 
fully $5 an acre for the whole area of 
the township counting out ‘water-cov- 
ered and other useless areas, the 
amount would be nearly $10 per acre; 
and the Province still owns the land. 
The reportthen noteathe great area 


of land in Ontario that has been cut 
over ,and is now unproductive, much 
of which. for reasons of climate and 


water supply. should be kept tree clad, 
while a rational system of forestry 
would not only make the revenue 
from the forests perpetual .but would 
largely increase it. The approaching 
exbaustion of the United States pine 
limits and the opening of the Writich 
market for hard woods etc.. are noted 
in this connection. as also is the 
vast importance of the forest indus- 
tries other thin logging and wood pulp, 
with their eichteen milion of capttal 
invested, mearly 49,00° persons employ- 
ed, a wage roll of nearly twelve mil- 
liens, and output of over forty-five mil- 
lions. The appointment of the commis- 
‘ion which has just started work is 
then noted.

Perley, Ross and Dr. Wilson to Ottawa 
to prese the resolutions upon the mem- 
bers of the Government. The results 
of the miesion of the delegates were 
made kuown at the following session.

The eighth session of the North- 
West Council was held from 13th 
October to 19th November, 1886, In 
the recess Robert. Crawford of Indian 
Head had replaced T. W. Jackson as 
second Member for Qu’Appelle. Mr. 
Geddes of Calgary had retired and, the 
district having gained two Members, 
Messrs. Cayley and Lauder came as its 
representatives. On the first day of 
the session His Honour made _ evident 
a portion of the results accruing from 
the visit of the Council’s delegation to 
Ottawa in the previous year by tabling 
a copy of an Order in Council enlarging 
the jurisdiction of the ‘“‘ Lieut Governor 
in Council ” by enabling the making of 
Ordinances respecting :—Direct tax- 
ation within the Territories in order to 
the raising of a revenne for Territorial 
(including Municipal) purposes; and 
the incorporation of companies with 
Territorial objects, excepting railroads, 
steamboats, telegraph and insurance 
companies. In the Addressin Reply 
the Council were able to say that “The 
‘‘ establishment of a Supreme Court 
“with appellate jurisdiction within 
‘the Territories, satisfies, we think, 
‘“‘ the desires of the people.” 

Among other subjects regarding 
whichthe mission of Mesers. Perley, Ross 
and Wilson was entirely succeesful 
may be mentioned : The vexed question 
of trails: The Government agreed to 
transfer surveyed trails, and totransfer 
trails as soon as soon as surveyed, to 
the Lieut.-Governor in Council; the 
right of habaes corpus was granted to 
the Territories ; representation in Par- 
liament was granted; The Torrena 
System of Registration was applied to 
the Territories; The Government 
promised wherever possible, consistent. 
with the best interests of the Domin- 
ion, to fill offices of trust and emolu- 
ment in the North-West from among 
residents of the Territories ; The Gov- 
ernment gave assurance that food sup- 
plies for the Mounted Police and In- 
dians were being purchased in the 
North-West as far us practicable. The 
balance of the 27 subjects entrusted to 
the delegation embraced settlers’ claims 
in the Prince Albert and Edmonton 
districts ; high freight rates; fees on 
wood cut by settlers for fuel; naviga- 
tion of the North Saskatchewan ; free 
bomesteading of cancelled Jands ; trail 
to Peace river ; pre-emption and second 
homestead ; settlers’ time while enlisted 
in Rebellion service ; branchrailways ; 
tariff on implements and lumber (a 
request for rebates to equal these 
duties); to open the odd-numbered 
sections ; Hudson’s Ray Railway ; 
Half-breed claims ; compensation for 
Rebellion losses ; keeping stock and 
tree planting to count for homestead 
duties ; townsite yrievances ;_ coloniz- 
ation company grants and medals for 
Mounted Police engaged in the Rebel!. 
ion. To these various demands and 
protests answers and explanations, 
varied and more or less satisfactory, 
were returned by the Government. If 
the records prove anything the assur- 
edly show that the Members of the 
North-West Council in 1885 had not 
been idle,

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CONSTITUTIONAL GROWTH. 
(From Regina Leader. ) 
No. 2. 


In the outlioe sketch of the history 
of government in the Territories, last 
week's article brought the reader to 
the year 1885, at which period the 
North-West Council had grown from a 
board of three appointed members in 
1877 to a body of six appointed and 
thirteen elected members. Little fault 
could be found with the growth in 
aumbers of the Council, but its growth 
in actual power had not kept pace 
therewith ; and the records of this and 
succeeding sessions show that the 
people's representatives had become 
exceedingly restive under a system in 
which their seeming power and duty 
were quite enormous, but in which 
their practical control when it came to 
matters of expenditure were almost nil 
In other words they believed it was an 
enfair condition which saddled them 
with responsibility to the people for 
the proper manner and conduct of 
affairs, when in reality they possessed 
not a particle of actual control in the 
disposition of the wherewithal with 
which the wheels of government were 
oiled. At this stage the annual grant 
made by Parliament to the North-West 
had become a handsome sum. It was 
yoted specifically at Ottawa— so much 
for echools, so much for printing, so 
youch for roadsand bridges, und 6o 
forth ; and the details of ite application. 
were in the hands of the Lieut.-Gover 
nor alone. The only moneys controlled 
by the Council were the small locel 
revenues drawn froin licenses and fines 
—ecarcely a tenth part of the total 
outlay for goverument in the Territor- 
ies. 


As before explained the North-West 
Council was an executive as well as 
Jegislative body. They legislated, within 
their powers, in open session as does 
the House of Commons; and together 
with His Honour they sat in secret 
council as an executive as does the 
Dominion Cabinet,— with thedifference 
that whereas the Ottawa Cabjnet’s de- 
cisions are authorative, the voice of 
the North-West Council was not auth- 
prative except as regarded local funds. 
As the members were paid for sessional! 
duties only it was only at the time of 
session that his Honour could avail 
himself of the advice of his councillors. 
In his opening speech at the 1885 
session Governor Dewdney referred to 
this difficulty, saying, *‘ [t would afford 
me much pleasyre and certainly great 
“* relief, were some means devised by 
“‘ which yonr advice could be obtained 
“ daring recess, either periodically or 
“* from time to time as subjects of im- 
“ portance might arise.” The Council, 
pvidently feeling that they desired not 
so much an extension of the field for 
advice, as the altainment of adequate 
and practical power to make advice 
effective, referred, in their Address in 
Reply, to the expression of His Honour, 
and recummended that “the local 
** member assist you during recess with 
* any particular advice required as to 
+* purely local matters concerning his 
district, either personally or by 
letter.” 


Dissatisfaction because of the lack 
pt practical power in the direction of 
affairs was made very evident through- 
out the 1885 session. Mr. Perley re- 

the Addressin Reply. Jn 1t was 
set out that, “Settled as these Terri 
“ tories are in a large measure by men 
“‘ who have been accustomed to the 
“ constitutional rights and privileges 
“* of the British Empire and its Colon- 
“* jes, it is inevitable that a feeling of 
“ diatruet and uneasiness should be 
“* prevalent, owing to qur not enjoying 
* the same.”

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into Territorial funds of fines imposed 
under the Prohibition Act ; regarding 
pensions for families at Prince Albert 
special police who lost their lives in 
the Rebellion ; claiming for the 
Mounted Police the same rewards and 
distinctions as were conferred on other 
regular corps on service ; Half-breed 
claims ; demanding alterations in the 
land laws and regulations ; regarding 
townsite grievances; and demanding 
the ballot in place of open voting in 
local elections. 


On the 14th October, 1887, began 
the ninth and last session of the North 
West Council. The session lasted to 
the 16th November following. The 
Members were the same as in 1886, 
except that Wun. Sutherland replaced 
W. D. Perley who had resigned to 
enter the Doninion Parliament ; and 
the session witnessed also the advent 
in the local legislative halls of F.W.G. 
Haultain, who was soon to become 
known as a staunch and distinguished 
upholder of the contention that to the 
representatives belonged the paramount 
right to exercise control in all matters 
of local government and expenditure. 
Mr. Haultain succeeded Viscount Boy- 
le as member for Macleod. 

During this session Charles Marshall- 
say of Whitewood, one of the early 
Members, was taken ill at Regina and 
died on 5th November. 


In his opening Speech Governor 
Dewdney gave intimation of the ex- 
pectation that (at last) the aspirations 
of the people of the Territories for 
responsible administration of local 
affairs would be realized at an early 
date, saying : “In all probability this 
“ is the last session of the North. West 
“ Council as at present formed, and 
* you will be asked to consider * * * 
“ changes necersary in the constitution 
“ of your government, * * * and to 
“suggest some inexpensive form o 
“ government which would give the 
“people greater control over the 
“ management of their affairs, and by 
snub dividing the whole of the Terri- 
* tories into electoral districts would 
“ enable every settle to have a voice in 
“ the government of his country.” This 
assurance was of course eminently 
agreeable to the Council, and particul- 
arly to those Members who in ’83 and 
84, being yet in numbera an_ insigni- 
ficant minority, hed contended almost 
in the face of social ostracism and 
against what appeared to be over- 
whelming odds, for the rights now 
promised. 

Mr. Ross was uppointed chairman of 
a select committee to prepare report 
on the proposed constitution. On the 
19th November the committe’s regort 
was adopted and passed in the form of 
a memorial, recommending in effect the 
constitution of a Legislative Assembly 
of 25 Elected Members, to be presided 
over by one of their number, and that 
an Executive Council selected from 
among Members of the House be 
chosen and summoned by the Lieut.- 
Governor to aid and advise him in 
executive functions. Various powers 
in addition to those slready conferred 
on the North-West Council were ask- 
ed; and schedule of recommended 
electoral districts was attached. The 
Meworial definitely and clearly con 
templated abolition of “the method 
“which exclades the people of the 
“country from any control in the 
* disposal of the public funds.” 


On the 24th October, 1886, was 
received copy of an Urder in Council 
granting the claim of the Council to 
receive all fines collected under the 
prohibitory clause of the North West 
Act. 

At the time of the organization of 
the Territories, a prohibitory law res 
pecting traffic in liquors was applied, 
and the Lieut. Governor was given 
power to grant liquor permits in 
special cases in his discretion. As long 
as the bulk of the people were Indians 
and Half breeds the law worked well ; 
but with an enlarging population of 
whites and the rather broad construct 


At this session strong representations ; ion that was placed upon the permit 
were made towards securing paywent clause, the state of +ffuirs in regard to 


liquorshad become extremely obnoxious 
toa large majority of the people. To 
describe the law as carried out, it is 
only necessary to eay that it was 
universally termed not the Prohibition 
system, but the Permit system. It 
was claimed by the temperance people 
that the impossibility of convicting 
smugglers and illicit dealers was due 
to the liberality of the issue of permits. 
In any event smuggling and illicit 
selling of liquors were rampant, and 
the system was satisfactory to no one. 
At the 1887 session the Council passed 
a resolution asking for the repeal of 
the prohibitory or permit clause and 
that the power of dealing with the 
liquor question within the North 
West be conferred upon the people of 
the Territories. 

Before the 1887 session of the 
Council, four Mewbers of the Com 
ions and one Senator representing the 
Territories, had taken their seats in 
Parliament, and the Council was there 
fore in part relieved from the respon 
sibility of naving to place every sort 
and description of requirement or 
grievance before the Government. The 
1887 sessional records, nevertheless, 
show but very little diminution in the 
volume of Memorials upon land laws, 
Half breed claims, branch railways, 
Rehellion losses claims, demands for 
the ballot in all elections, ete. Grad 
ually, however, the altered relation 
became recognized and the local House 
settled into its local sphere, deigning 
to approach the Ottawa authorities 
only on questions affecting ite own 
status, requirements or business. 

ln conformity with general expecta- 
tion and in answer to reiterated 
Memorials, the Dominion Parhament 
ut the session held in 1888 passed 
new North-West Act. The Act grant- 
ed to the Territories a Legislative As 
sembly of 22 Elected Members, with 
whom were to sit three Legal experts, 
lacking the right to vote; the Assembly 
to he presided over by one of its 
Elected Members, choser by them, as 
Speaker. The Act provided for an 
Advisory Council to be chosen by the 
Lt -Governor from among the Elected 
Members to advise him on matters of 
finance, His Honour to sit with such 
Advisory Council as President, to 
possess 2 vote as a member, and 4 
casting vote in event of atie. By the 
Act the Assembly inherited the powers 
which had been possessed by the now 
defunct North-West Council, and he- 
siden was grauted certain additional 
powers, among them the right to con 
trol the conduct of its own elections, 
previously the perogative of the Lieut.- 
Governor. 

By the change of 1888, therefore, 
the Tesritorial local House became a 
fully representative legislature, and 
the apparent intent of the Act was 
that the Assembly should he repre 
sented by an Advisory Council capable 
of exercising effective control with His 
Honour in all matters of finance. The 
Act seemed to mean that the Advisory 
Council should assume the duties in 
regard to finance which had until then 
been reposed in the Lieut.-Governor. 
By all appearances, then, the demands 
of the North West people had been 
fully recognized. Had appearances 
not proved deceitful, the su vent 
records of the Assembly would be far 
less interesting. 
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General elections under the new Act 
were held in June 1888. The firet 
Legislative Assembly met on Slat 
October following ; and it was a House 
of which the Territories will ever have 
reason to be proud. Of old N. W.C.'s 
who came back were Messrs. Haultain, 
Ross, Turriff, Cayley, Dr. Wilson, 
Secord, Jelly, Sutherland and Oliver (the 
last named after a period of two years’ 
retirement); the new men were Messrs. 
Tweed, Lineham, Neff, Reaman, Thor 
burn, B. P. Richardson, Davidson, Dr. 
Brett, Clinkskill, Plaxton, Betts, 
Mitchell and Hoey. The Legal Ex 
perts were Judges Richardson, Mac. 
leod and Rouleau. 

Before the meeting of the Assembly 
in 1888, Hon. Joseph Royal had 
succeeded Hon. Edgar Dewdney as 
Lieut. Governor, the latter removing to 
Ottawa to become Minister of the

who during the whole life of the 
North. West Council, had been its 
capable and efficient Clerk, was remov 
ed tothe post of Assistant Indian 
Commissioner. R. B. Gordon became 
Clerk of the Assembly and Official 
Secretary to the Licut.-Governor. 
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Although tha Advisory Council of 
four were not to bes paid body, yet 
the Act contemplated that they should 
be called by His Honour to meet from 
time to time, as occasions for their 
advice might arise. In point of fact 
the Lieut. Governor was bound still to 
be the chief Executive—that is, it was 
certain that in the recesses the many 
matters of detail which come up from 
day to day in governmental as in 
other businesses, would have to be 
decided on His Honour’s own judg 
ment ; tut the Act itself and the 
whole situation gave the Assembly 
good grounds for believing that the 
policy of governinent and the control 
of all the moneys of government hence- 
forward rested with the Assembly, and 
that the advice of the Advisory Coun 
cil, as the responsible representatives 
of the House, would in all cases be 
accepted and carried out by the Lieut.- 
Governor, The constitution of the 
Advisory Council, it is true, was not 
quite like that ot any other governing 
body in Canada, and when the Mem 
bers congregated for the session there 
was nature] discussion of the questions, 
What are the powers of the Council ? 
and What are matters of finance? 
The Act specified the duties of the 
Council to be to advise His Honour in 
matters of finance. The unanimous 
view taken was thatin “matters of 
finance” meant the disposition of a} 
the funds devoted to government--- 
both the local revenues and 
revenues got by way of Dominion 
grant. The questions were seemingly 
set completely at rest by tha Lieut. 
Governor, who said in his opening 
Spezch, “ In the progressive evolution 
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“ of our present constitution towards 
“thoroughly representative govern 
* ment you will tind that I am in full 
“accord with your legitimate aspir 
“ations.” His Honour showed that 
he was in accord with popu'ar in 
terpretation of the Act, by asking and 
taking the advice of the House respect 
ing the disposition of all the funds— 
by sending to the House his Message 
asking a certain Bill of supply, by 
asking the House to go into Committee 
of Supply, and by assenting to the Bill 
of Supply passed by the House. 
Therefore this full control of all 
revenues, which had been persistently 
demanded by the old North West 
Council, and which was unanimously 
claimad by the Assembly, was fully 
nnd unequivocally agreed to by the 
Lieut. - Governor, representing the 
supreme power at Ottawa. The Supply 
Bil! of 1888 contained every cent of 
the Deminion gravt for government of 
the Territories, including even the 
amount for His Honour’s travelling 
expenses and all the sums for the 
maintenance of the Lieut. Governor's 
office. As fcrmally and as solemnly ax 
could he, the Federal grant wis handed 
over tothe control of the Assembly. 
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On the second day of the session it 
was announced by message from Gov 


ernor Royal that he had selected as an 

‘“ Advisory Council on matters of Statements, 
finance,” F. W.G. Haultain, D. F. Envelopes. 
Jelly, Wm. Sutherland and Hillyard ecce 


Mitchell. As before stated, the chair 
man or president of the Advisory 
Council was his Honour. The Houee 
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«once recognized Mr  Haultain as 
ihe representative chief cn the Council. 
The Member for Macleod had first 
eptered the North West Council the 
previous year, having carried his first 
against Mr Conybeare of 
At the general elections 
fJS88 Mr. Haultain was returned 
vnoppored, He was thus one of the 
youngest Members in Leyislative ex 
onience, as he was also in years He 
packly took his place as one of the 
est debaters in the House, and from 
the very first exhibited abilities both 
critical and constructive, of very high 
He speedily developed what 
might be termed leyislative acumen. 
jiuperturable always, with a well 
trsined legal mind, and having a good 
yrasp on the principles of law and of 
british institutions, and furthermore 
possessing firm belief in the rights of 
Une prope as regards those institutions, 
St Haultain almost from the moment 
of his entrance, was looked up to as 
a leader in the House; and in’ the 
stirring, exciting and at times bitter 
events which marked all the sessions 
except the initial one of tint first 
Legislative Assembly, he became the 
chief spokesman and acknowledged 
leader of the party which championed 
the cause of democracy against the 
tenacity of bureaucrscy. Punctiliously 
honest, possessing political courage 
which has stood test in more than one 
severe trial, and being imbued with a 
progressiveness which tg wholly free 
trom any tincture of “eplurge” or 
recklessness, itis scarcely possible to 
imagine one better qualified than he to 
cceupy the place which he bas occupied 
and 18 occupying in the period of evolu 
tion through which this young country 
Is passing. 

F. W. G. Haultain is second son of 
the late Col. Haultain of tha Royal 
Artiliery, who settled in Peterborough, 
Ont, and was a member of the Legis 
lative Asseinbly ot Canada before Con 
federation. 
wich, England, in 1857, and was 
educated at the Montreal High School, 
Petorborough Collegiate Institute and 
Toronto University. He graduated as 
a B.A. with firet class honors in 1879, 
and was called to the bar of Ontario 
in 1882. He settled at Macleod, N. 
W. T. in 1884. 
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The 1888 session was a fruitful aud 
busy one. The Territorial Ordinances 
having been revised by a Commission 
consisting of Mr. Justice Richardson 
aud A. E. Forget, Esq., the task of re 
viewing the work of the Commission 
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| siderable time. Governor Royal had 
scandalized the temperance advocates 
by the issue of four per cent. beer 
licenses to hotels, to be given in the 
respective districts upon recomi.enda 
; tion of local Members, sone of whom, 
| notably Messrs. Ross. Turriff and 
Oliver, refused to assume any respon 
sibility regarding them. A majority 
of the House favored the taking of a 
plebiscite, but the Legal Experts, on 
| being questioned gave opinion that the 
| power to do so was not vested in the 
| Assembly. After a multiplicity of 
| reports, opinions, resolutions, amend 
| ments,etc, had heen before the House, 
it was finally decidedb y a vote of 13 
to7 to memorialize Parliament to 
provide for a plebiscite, and in event of 
that not being provided for, that 
powers regarding the liquor question. 
similar to those beld by the Provinces 
should be granted to the Assembly. On 
Sth Decem*er Mr. Oliver asked the 
Advisory Council: ‘ Dn whose advice 
“does His Honour the Lieut.-Gov 
“ernor assume that a Member of this 
““ Assembly, as such, has any responsi 
“bility in connection with the recom 
‘* mendation of a Beer License?” Mr. 
Haultain replied: ‘“ The granting of 
“ permits is a matter entirely within 
“the discretion of His Honour, in 
‘“* accordance with the provisions of the 
“N. W. T. Act,” thereby disclaiming 
any responsibility on the part of the 
Council. 


Although the improvements in the status 
of the legislature was pleasing, yet the Mem 
bers still tound deficiency of power, and on 
29th December a memorial was adupted ask 
ing among other reasons because ‘ There is 
**no permanent responsible body whose 
** businese it is to prepare legislation * * ° 
** and in consequence its legislative functions 
‘* cannot be satisfactorily performed,” that 
full responsible goverument be granted 
** with the other powers in addition to those 
** already possessed by the Assembly, grant 
‘*ed by the BNA. Act to the Provinces of 
‘* Canada, with the exception of the power 
** to raise money on the public credit.” The 
Men.bers possibly had a promonition that 
the coutrol which they evidently had got 
possession of, did not rest upon a basis of 
absolute security ; if so, the succeeding 
session sinply proved that their furebodings 
were not groundless, 

A special committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Oliver, Betts, Haultain, Tweed and Cayley, 
was appointed to enquire into the financial 
arrangements existing between the Domin- 
ion and Territories. Their recommendations, 
which were adopted, set out that the North 
West, having been called upon “* to exercise 
*: the functions of local self government, is 
*¢ entitled to receivea return (on the amount 
‘* of taxes paid into the Federal treasury) of 
**a sum similar to that received by the 
“6 various Provinces” ; that the Territories 
paid a greater proportion of taxation per 
head than the people of any other part of 
Canada ; that the cost of administering the 
government of the North-West was larger 
than in the other portions of the Dominion ; 
and that, therefore, a largely increased sub- 
sidy should be given the Territories, in form 
of a ‘‘ definite grant instead of a rate which 
‘* lapsed at the end of the fiscal year.” 

Voluminous memorials regarding Half- 
breed claims, Trails, Land laws. Scrip for 
Police, Seed Grain, etc., etc., were 
to be forwarded to Ottawa ; and the As- 
sembly made arrangements to promote Im- 
migration by procuring railway for 
three agentsfrom each electoral district, 
each Member to assist in defraying the ex- 
penses of such agents by a contribution of 
$100 from his district grant, 

At the close of the session on 11th Decem- 
ber Governor Royal said in part, ‘* The 
** practical sense with which you have met 
“ my efforts to take advantage of the present 
** transitory regime, to give yuu as large a 
‘‘ share of responsibility as possible in the 
‘* administration of affairs of Government 
‘* of these vast Territories, has left me no 
** cause for regret.”

THE WOMANLY QUEEN. 


When the world has united in hon- 
oring the womanly queen whose reign 
is without a parallelin English history, 
it is wor.h while to set down in order 
qualities -which 
have not been equally noted, but which 
have endeared her to her subjects, and 
rendered her the most useful sovereign 
of the century. A correspondent in 
England thus describes them: 

One of the marked traits of the queen 
is tect. “Gracious” is the word which 
is most frequently used in England 
when her name is mentioned. It ts 
kindness of heart that enables her to 
set visitors at ease when they are pre- 
sented io her, and to convince the mul- 
titudes who witnessed her triumphat 
progress through the streets of London, 
that her nature has not been harden- 
ed but sweetened by sixty years of 


exalted power. : 

Her manners are simple and sincere. 
She is thoughtful of the feelings of 
others, and says theright thing in the 
rigbt way. Sbe shows by her demean- 
or on public occasions that she bon- 
ors her subjects and desires to promote 
their comfort and happiness. 

Anotber quality is a business-like 
talent for reigning. “he has work to 
do, and she performs it in an orderly 
methodical way. Her ile at court ts 
conducted by the clock. verybody in 
ailemdance upon ber is required Lo he 
puneiuai to the minute, and every 
aay’s ariangements are carerully cr 
dered so that she will have time jor ev- 
ery detail of public bustaess and court- 
ly ceremoniai. Bhe never allows her- 
self to be burried in exaiuining and 
signing public papers. 

be is thorough and precise in every- 
thing she does. A poriton of each 
day is taken up W ith the business ot 
stute. What remains 1s divided — so 
that she has time for an aiternoon 
drive, social life at court the direc- 
tion of the royal household, and ade- 
quate rest. She knows nothing of the 
secret worries of royalty. 

Another trait is sterling common 
sense. Throughout her reign she has 
adapted herself to the conditions — of 
constitutional rule, under which the 
continuance of monarchy has been pos- 
sible in a revolutionary age 

She has respected the wili of the peo- 
ple in every election; she has taken 
no interest in party politics; she has 
followed the advice of the ministers of 
the day; and she has shown sound 
judgment in making the crown the in- 
strument of popular government. One 
prime minister after another has found 
her to be a capable, experienced ruler, 
well informed in home and foreign af- 
fairs. and with clear ideas of her own 
relations to the state. ; 

Her greatest virtue as a sovereign 
has been her womanliness. As_ wife, 
mother, widow and first lady of the 
realm, she has never unsexed herself, 
but has remained an exaraple of wo- 
manly graces of character. 

Short in stature and without beauty 
of feature or grace of carriage to im- 
press either a well-ordered court or the 
throngs of sightseers crowding the 
streets through which she passed on 
Jubilee days, she commands respect 
by her purity of life, her Jevotion to 
her hushand’s memory and her chil- 
dren’s welfare, and her genuine wo- 
manly qualities.

GENTLE JEAN INGELOW. 

Jean Ingelow, who died recently in 
London, seemed curiously out of place 
in the literary life of the day when any 
writer who has done anything to at- 
tract attention lives so much in the 
public eye. Jean Ingelow’s career was 
quiet and gentle in its course. The 
greater part of her work, moreover, 
was done at a period previous to that 
in which tha public interest in celebri- 
ties was as fully gratified as it is to- 
day. For nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury she had been neglected by the 
world in spite of the great popularity 
that her earlier writings had won. But 
it is certainly notable that a writer 
who was esteemed the most popular wo- 
man poet of her day, whose books in her 
country ran through twenty-three edi- 
tions and in the United States were 
sold to the number of 200,000, should 
never have been interviewed. But this 
was one of Miss Ingelow’s distinctions. 

Probably this resulted: frons the bor- 
ror of publicity which bad always pre- 
vented her from appearing in gath- 
erings of notable persons. It is said 


that she would not even accept invi- 
tations to dinners at which the com- 
pany was likely to be mace up too much 
ot well-known persons. {here was one 
series of entertainments in which she 
indulged herself for many years. Three 
times a week she invited to dinner at 
her house the poor people lately dis- 
charged from the Siepitals in the 
neighborhood, and it is said that in her 


own view of the world the dinner table | 


Was a place murh more adapted to such 
practical charity than to poetry. Her 
acquaintance was not limited, however, 
to persons so distant from her own 
sphere. 
ot the time were among her intimate 
friends. Ruskin was one ot these—and 
he is said to have taken particular 
pleasure in her society—Lord ‘Tenny- 
son was another,and her personal set 
had included Dante Gabriel Rosetti, 
James Russell Lowell, Oliver Wendell 
Holimes, and many others of almost 
equal fame. 

Miss Ingelow was born in a small 
town in Lincolnshire, where ber fath- 
er was a banker, and, although she had 
lived for many yeans previous to her 
death in Kensington, it is said that 
her shy, modest manners never lost 
the quality that her early life in the 
coumtry had given them. She was 
never a beauty, although her face was 
wonderfuliy attractive in its sweet- 
ness and variability of expression to 
the persons who knew her. Although 
as a child of 5she bad shown a won- 
derful sensitiveness to rhythm, her 
first poems were not published until 
she was 43 years old. ‘The book was 
published anonymously at her own ex- 
pense. When the small edition was 
exhausted, her publishers advised her 
that it woudd not Le wise to attempt 
the experiment of amother issue. But 
the great popu.crity that her work 
susidenly dckieved proved the fallacy 
ot that coumsel. She became suddenly 
famous, and it was not long Lefore all 
the eminent writers of the day had 
made ber acquaintance. she and her 
mother had moved to Kensington and 
this susdiden extension of her acquaint- 
ance Was not without .ts embarrassment 
to a woman whose previous life had 
been so quiet. 

She had oot read a great deal before 
she began her career as a poet, and 
she attributed much of the freshness 
ot her verse to this circumstance. ihe 
success of her first volume was never 
repeated. The public would never le 
attracted to her succeeding works as 
it had been to the verses. that made 
their appearance so modestly in 1863. 
For many years before her veath she 
bad known nothing of the delights that 
the golden years of her fame—years 
limited to little more than a decade 
—had brought so unexpectedly to ber. 
But it is said that her gentle, optimis- 
tic nature never showed any resent- 
ment at the indifference of the public. 
She was eminently hopeful, contente‘, 
and determine! to take the sunniest 
view of life. Her natural disposition 
luckily made this attitude the easiest 
for her.
